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Remarks Regarding the Claims: 

A clean copy of Claims 14-19 were provided at the request of the Examiner in response 
to the April 22, 2003 Office Action. In that response only the underlining and brackets from the 
preliminary amendment were removed. 

The present revised response includes canceled claims 1-11, and previously presented 
claims 12-21 . No amendments to the claims have been made by this paper. 

The claims are submitted as being clearly distinct and patentable over the art of record 
and therefore their entry and allowance by the Examiner is requested. 
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In Response to the Office Action of April 22, 2003: 

Objection Under Rule 1.121: 

Claims 14-19 were objected to under Rule 1.121 for not being in clean form as presented 
in the preliminary amendment. Above, Applicants provide in clean form the claims presented in 
the preliminary amendment. No amendments to the claims have been made in this paper. Thus 
the previous objection has been obviated by the Applicants' response above. 

Applicants ask that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw the objection. 

In Response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment of July 31, 2003: 

In the present paper, the undersigned has presented a complete set of the claims in 
compliance with the provisions of Rule 121 applicable to papers filed after July 30, 2003. This 
has been done so as to expedite the issuance of the present application. Applicant submits that 
the paper submitted on July 22, 2003 was fully compliant with the provisions of Rule 121 then in 
effect and thus the issuance of the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment was unwarranted.
